In ‘the six. New England: states, 
there are more than 1,000. federal 
facilities composed of approxi- 
mately:15,000 buildings and é¢m- 
ploying. about 125,000 people. These 
facilties. include Army bases, post 
offices, lighthouses, shipyards, ‘of- 
fice buildings, border stations and 
national. forests, parks .and seas- 


shores, When all these are added’: 


togéther, thie federal government 
is the largest land-owner and em- 
ployer in-New England, larger 
than International Paper. Com- 
pany, Sears Roebuck, or General 
Motors, Thus, it is potentially the 
‘largest polluter. The reason it. is 
not the largest polluter is the $39

More than twice as much money 
has beén spent for water pollution 
control as has ‘been spent for air, 
because the water pollution prob- 
lem is so much bigger. Since 1965, 
the federal, government has com- 
pleted construction of $10.5 mil- 
jion. worth of water pollution con- 
trol technology on federal proper- 
ty. In addition, $17 million worth 
of projects is currently.either un- 
der construction or about to be- 
gin. This $17 million will pay for 
construction. of pollution control 
systems at 59 federal facilities, 
and when the projects are com- 
plete, no later than July 1977, all 
federal facilities in New England 
will be in compliance with feder- 
al, state and local water pollution 
regulations, Funds for construc- 
tion of water pollution facilities 
are appropriated by Congress
